News from M alaga says that many 
houses were damaged in the tow'n of 
Totana and several villages In the 
province of Murica. 
T arrasa, whence comes the report 
of a great tidal wave at Barcelona. 
Is fifteen miles distant from the latter 
city. 
Barcelena i« the second largest 
city in Spain, situated on the M editer­ 
ranean, in Lh.? northeastern part, of 
the country. 
It has a population of 
460.000. 


Paris, .Tan. 30.—Neither the news­

one years, and Paul Bozia, aged twen­ 
ty-three years. 
The explosion caused a panic among 
the day shift at work, numbering 
about 300 men, and all made a rush 
for the exits. 
W ith the exception of 
the two victims m entioned all suc­ 
ceeded in escaping before the fire­ 
dam p settled around where they w tfe 
working. 
C arnathan, who was work­ 
ing about a mile and a half from the 
mine entrance, is supposed to have 
loaded a car with slate and while 
waiting for it to be removed, to have 
fired a shot igniting the dust.

PLAN TO VIVIFY THE SOUTH. 


Million Dollar Building to Bo Erected 
In W ashington to Exhibit Products. 
The executive committee of the 
southern commercial congress recent­ 
ly began its campaign for vivifying 
the south in a business way by call­ 
ing for subscriptions to aid in erecting 
a million dollar building in Washing­ 
ton which is to be used as headquar­ 
ters for the congress, says an Atlanta 
dispatch. 
A large hall of the pro­ 
posed building is to be used for keep­ 
ing on exhibition the products of the 
south. As the result of a call for sub­ 
scriptions $25,000 was at once pledged. 
Fifteen states are to take part in the 
movement, and the promoters say 
there will be no trouble in securing the 
million dollars needed. The plan in­ 
volves the practical establishment in 
Washington of a southern department 
of commerce and labor, managed by 
practical business men, directed to the 
development of the south’s resources 
rather than the exploitation of locali­ 
ties, directing immigration to the whole 
section rather than to a single com­ 
munity and bringing to the attention 
of investors from other sections the 
opportunities offered by the south.

Distinctive Character of New York’s 
New Senator. 
Distinctive describes probably as well 
as any other word the personality or 
Individuality of the Hon. Elibu Root. 
who has been selected by the New 
York legislature to succeed Thomas C. 
Platt in the senate of the United 
States. It is said of him that never in 
his long career as lawyer and states­ 
man has Mr. Root been compared as 
lo deeds or mannerisms with another 
man. 
No one thinks of comparing bim to 
Webster or Clay as an orator. He *s 
not a great orator, but is a direct and 
forceful speaker. When he makes a 
public or political speech he says 
things that bls hearers remember, and 
there is probably no other public man 
In the country today who can compel 
closer attention of an audience. 
Borne of Mr. Root’s speeches in re­ 
cent years have Indeed been heard 
around the world, and they have help­ 
ed to make diplomatic history. 
His 
speeches on his Canadian, Mexican 
and South American trips rank as 
masterpieces of wisdom, conservatism 
and diplomatic sagacity. 
There are three points in the charac­ 
ter of Mr. Root that Impress all men 
who come in contact with him, and 
the impression is always lasting alert­ 
ness, directness and thoroughness. He 
Is a man of splendid physique, and in 
every step hie takes, every move of his 
arms, there is a vague, indefinable 
something that serves notice on the 
visitor that Mr. Root Is every moment 
on the alert. He is never caught off 
guard. His directness is indicated in 
two ways—by the straightforward 
look from his eyes at a visitor and the 
fact that his conversation, no matter 
how trivial the subject, is always 
straight to the point—no wasting of 
words. 
It was as a lawyer, at the very out­ 
set of his practice, that Mr. Root made 
a reputation for thoroughness. When 
he undertook to serve a client he went 
closely into every detail of tho cas* 
and soon attracted the attention of 
bench and bar by his thorough pre­ 
paredness when he went Into court to 
try it. 
That same quality of thor­ 
oughness has been characteristic of 
Mr. Root’s work as statesman and 
diplomat. 
The personality of Mr. Root is pleas­ 
ing to all who know him, yet that, like 
the man, is distinctive. 
He is thor­ 
oughly democratic in maimer at all 
times and under all circumstances, ap­ 
proachable by the humblest politician 
in the land, a good handshaker, a good 
mixer, in the vernacular of politics, 
but no one ever slaps him on the back, 
and his best friends do not call him 
Eliliu in public or private. 
But the 
slight reserve that seems to surround 
him. if It is reserve, is that of intellec­ 
tuality.

The house members from H ennepin, 
Ramsey and St. Louis counties w res­ 
tled w ith the problem of allowing 
clubs to sell liquor without a license, 
but did not get farther than deciding 
to appoint a com m ittee of five to draft 
a bill. 
It was evident from the discussion 
that the hill, lf drawn, will have to 
be a bill which takes In th e whole 
state, and not only cities of 50,000 or 
over, and also th at it will have to be 
very carefully drawn so as to exclude 
all so-called "liquor clubs.” 
T his lat­ 
ter problem is especially difficult, and 
It was evident that unless It can he 
satisfactorily done the hill will have 
little chance of passing. 
D. A. S tuart of W lndom offered a 
resolution In the house for a com m it­ 
tee of five to draft a bill on the em ­ 
ployers’ liability question. 
He w ants some kind of a commis­ 
sion sim ilar to that proposed by the 
governor’s message, but he does not 
want legislation delayed by a commis­ 
sion th a t will propose a bill In the 
near future, but wants a bill th at will 
give th e employes some * relief right 
Sway. 
The senate passed the bill intro 
duced by M. L. Fosseen of M lnneapo 
lls which prohibits school directors 
using basem ent rooms for instruction. 
B asem ent rooms are those In which 
the floor Is below the level of the 
ground. 
Buch rooms can only be used for lo- 
<st"uctlen in manual training, dom estic 
•clcnce or physical culture.

The society expects to have the bal­ 
loon completed in about sixty days, 
and during the second week In April 
the trial trip will be made. 
The soci­ 
ety Is trying to arrange for a balloon 
race to be held In Philadelphia and 
win attem pt to have this event In May.
